In walking, the body never entirely 
quits the ground, the heel of the ad 
vanoed foot touching the ground in 

(■.mil step before I he toe 01 the roar 
foot leavea It. The advanced limb 

supports the body, while the rear foot 

propela it. Suppose a man to be 

standing with bis heels together, and 
he bo now made to take some steps, 

starting with the left foot, then the 

motions will be the following: The 
body is inclined forward. By this 
means the center of gravity would 

fall in front of the base formed by the 

feet if the left limb were not raised 

and foot thrown forward. The toes 

just clear the gronpd and the heel iH 
made to touoh the ground first. This 
prevents tbe body from falling. 

Meanwhile the right leg is straight- 
oned and the heel is raised. When 
the heel of the left foot touches the 
ground, nothing in the right foot but 
the big toe is in contact with it. This 

member serves as the propeller. The 
Step is now complete, and the work 

of each limb is exchanged for the 

next step, and soon. The cause of 

waddling is the inability of people to 

bring the leg forward in a straight 
line, but by force of habit they <lc- 

be a semicircle with their legs at 
eaofa stop.

There are only 
1 wo oral classes in the school, and as 
to one of the teachers, we have our 
doubts as to favoring a strictly one 
method. There are two articulation 
classes Ihat certainly do not belong 
under the oral column, nor do we think 
their teachers favor the method which 
the\ are credited. The school had 
lasl yeai an aural class, but il is not 
credited in the column. Then a 
in the totals, the school should have 
been credited with Iwenlv eight, in- 
cluding the superintendent, instead 
of -ti, as printed, if the Aural Class 

IS counted, which is discontinued for 

this year, 87 if not. We have only 

endeavored lo show that the vote is 
not a true one as far as individual 
preferences arc counted, and hence Ihe 
tabular statement docs not give the 
real facts, thus making it worthless 
as a basis upon which to judge the 
Strength of methods.
